Hut Credit Is Not 
Income Substitute 


Credit 
is not a subsfitu'e for 


income. 
Extension Economist A B. W oo­ 
ten points out th at credit should 
he used 
lo buy consumer goods 
only w hen some income is reaso n­ 
ably certain 
Because farm and 
home needs overlap, it Is im port­ 
ant for the farm family to co­ 
ordinate their needs. The fa rm er 
and h o m em ak er should agree on 
how and w here credit should he 
used 
According to the- economist, the 
use of credit can help m any farm 
people a tta in a desirable level of 
living; 
but 
misuse, he w arn s, 
often results n much unhappiness. 
There is a diffidence, he points 
out, betw een credit used for pro­ 
duction 
purposes and th a t used 
for consum ption. Production cred ­ 
it help-; provide an income th a t 
will exceed the amount of m oney 
borrowed, while consumer credit 
is a w ay of spending m oney in 
advance of anticipated income. 
Successful farm families m ust 
distinguish 
between 
necessities 
and w a n ts and spend accordingly, 
he says. 
And, he adds. credit of 
the installm ent type is not good 
when farm income is on a season­ 
al basis 
T he time of income and 
the expected amounts should in­ 
fluence repaym ent arrangem ents. 
Specialists who lend 
to farm 
businesses take a look at the assets 
and liabilities of both th e farm 
and h om e 
A loan that is good 
for one m ust also be good for the 
other.
